AMBASSADOR AMONOO HAS GIVEN WORLD BANK TEXT OF GHANA

PROPOSAL. AMBASSADOR HADSEL AND HIS WESTERN COLLEAGUES 
ARE TO RECEIVE TEXT MARCH 20 IN ACCRA. FROM DESCRIPTIONS 
ELICITED FROM AMONOO AND BANK OFFICIALS, IT APPEARS 
GHANAIANS HAVE ACCEPTED CREDITORS' PROPOSAL AS BASIS FOR 
DISCUSSION AND ARE PREPARED NEGOTIATE WITH CREDITORS AS 
A GROUP. GHANAIANS HAVE PROPOSED THERE BE NO INTEREST

THAN MILITARY TRIBUNAL. GOS IS CONTINUING EFFORTS TO

SUPPORT SAG HOMELANDS POLICIES, AND IT THUS APPEARS 
TO BE CREATURE OF SAG. UN LEGAL COUNSEL STAVROPOULOS, WHO 
CONDUCTING CONTACTS WITH SOUTH AFRICANS ON BEHALF OF SYG 
FOLLOWING DEATH OF CHACKO, IS DISAPPOINTED WITH PROGRESS 
OF TALKS AND DOUBTFUL SUFFICIENT GROUNDS EXIST TO ENABLE

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7. MADAGASCAR ( CONFIDENTIAL) 

INTERNAL POLITICAL SITUATION MADAGASCAR BECOMING 
INCREASINGLY TENSE. IN ADDITION COTIER DISSATISFACTION 
WITH RAMANANTSOA GOVERNMENT, EMBASSY REPORTS ATMOSPHERE 
TANANARIVE INCREASINGLY EDGY AS MARCH 29, ANNIVERSARY 
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OF 1947 REBELLION, APPROACHES. GOMR INSISTS FRENCH 
NEGOTIATIONS WILL BE CONCLUDED BY THAT DATE. END OF NE- 
GOTIATIONS EXPECTED TO BRING END TO TRUCE WHICH VARIOUS 
ELEMENTS HAVE BEEN APPLYING. TENSION IN TANANARIVE

MATTER, WOULD HAVE HEART FOR SUCH OPERATION.
